This  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
January  30,  19^9,.  forwarding  a  letter  sent  to  you  by  Mr. 
Allan  A.  Carnes,  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Hanover, 
Massachusetts,  protesting  the  application  filed  in  Finance 
Docket  No.  25451  by  the  New  Haven  Railroad,  now  Penn 
Central  Company,  for  authority  to  abandon  its  line  of 
railroad  between  North  Abington  and  West  Hanover, 
Massachusetts.   Mr.  Carnes  sent  an  identical  letter  to 
Senator  Edward  M.  Kennedy  and  he  is  receiving  a  similar 
reply. 

I  am  enclosing  copies  of  that  portion  of  the 
Commission's  General  Rules  of  Practice  covering  the  filing 
of  protests  which  you  may  wish  to  furnish  your  constituent. 
Protests  may  be  submitted  in  letter  form  and  should  set 
forth  specifically  the  grounds  upon  which  they  are  made 
and  contain  a  concise  statement  as  to  the  protestants' 
interest  in  the  proceeding.   A  copy  of  each  protest  must 
be  served  upon  applicant's  counsel,  whose  name  appears 
below,  and  this  Commission  notified  thereof.   If  protests 
are  filed  against  the  abandonment  application  on  or  before 
March  6,  1969*  in  compliance  with  the  Commission's  regula- 
tions, the  proceeding  may  be  assigned  for  hearing.   How- 
ever, in  the  absence  of  protests,  the  matter  probably 
would  be  handled  without  a  hearing. 

If  you  wish  your  letter  of  January  30  to  be  filed 
as  an  official  protest  it  will  be  necessary  that  a  copy  be 
served  upon  the  railroad's  counsel,  Mr.  George  E.  Gill. 
You  may  do  this  and  advise  me,  or  if  your  prefer,  kindly

let  me  know  and  I  will  have  a  copy  served  upon  Mr„  Gill,

Subject:  PEnn  CENTRAL,  THE  ICC  &  RAIL  ABANDONMENTS  IN  12th  CD. 


Arnold  Tofias,  Pres  of  Brockton  Regional  C  of  C  and  other 
businessmen  in  the  area  and  various  selectmen  have  over 
the  past  few  months  via  letter  and  phone  coll  expressed 
concern  over  PennCentrals  proposed  package  of  20  So.  New 
England  rail  abandonments.   Specifically  in  reference  to 
the  12th  CD  they  are  concerned  with  proposed  shutdowns 
in  Hanover  and  East  Bridgewater. 

In  both  instances  we  have  filed  protests  with  the  ICC  asking 
for  hearings.   The  above-mentioned  people  have  also.  Deadline 
for  such  requests  is  April  1,      Therefore,  we  can  expect 
hearings  to  be  scheduled  sometime  after  that  date  (When 
protests  are  filed,  the  ICC  almost  invariably  scheduled 
hearings.)   They  will  be  held  in  the  region  of  the  shutdowns 
— most  likely  Boston  and  will  probably  dsxaxxhs  with  the 
whole  package  at  onee  rather  than  treat  upon  each  abandonment 
individually. 

I  have  talked  with  Tofias  twice  on  the  phone  to  advise  him 
to  begin  amassinga  a  case  against  the  smhhxhxh  abandonments. 
Such  a  case  must  be  factual  in  nature  (e.g.  statistics  on 
use  of  lines  in  past  and  future,  economic  impact  on  region  etc.) 
and  should  be  aimed  at  showing  that  the  "public  convenience 
and  necessity"  is  ntoe  served  by  such  shutdowns.  After 
consulting  with  ICC  sxy  counsel,  I  further  advised  Tofias 
to  consider  getting  an  attorney  from  his  group,  the  CofC 
who  was  familiar  with  such  administrative  proceedings  and 
who  could  co-ordinate  the  efforts  of  Brockton  area  businessmen 
in  halting  the  shutdowns.  The  hearings  on  these  subjects 
are  semi-judicial  in  pature  and  the  examiners  will  be  im- 
patient and  even  unsympathetic  if  opponents  of  the  abandonments 
present  their  case  in  a  non-factual,  non9sequitur  manner. 

I  further  expressed  HK's  willingness  to  help  in  any  way 
and  to  co-ordinate  his  efforts  with  Jimmy  Burke  and  the 
Brockton  Regional  C  of  C.   Although  I  didn't  say  so  to 
Tofias,  I  think  HK  should  be  prepared  to  go  to  Boston  or 
wherever  the  herings  are  to  be  held  and  testify  against 
abandonment .

SUBJECT:   PENN  CENTRAL  PETITION  FOR  ABANDONMENT  OF  CAPE  FBEIGHT  SERVICE 


I  called  Norman  Cook  this  afternoon.  He  said  that  the  Cape 
Chamber  (including  about  20  of  its  members  —  most  or  all  users 
of  the  old  New  Haven  line)  met  with  representatives  from  Penn 
Central  yesterday.  PC's  reps,  were  sent  by  Bill  Tucker. 

Mr.  Cook  said  the  meeting  was  very  satisfactory.  The  Cape 
people  and  PC  entered  an  "off  the  record  gentleman's  agreement" 
whereby  PC  agreed  to  let  its  petition  for  abandonment  of  Cape 
service  lie  dormant  until  May  1970  in  return  for  their  promise 
to  try  to  improve  revenues  on  the  Cape  run. 

As  to  how  the  Cape  will  "improve  revenue  picture"  on  the 
Cape  run,  Mr.  Cook  said  that  he  could  not  go  into  the  specifics. 
Said  it  happsomething  to  do  with  a  law  against  disclosure  of 
this  or  what  they  were  doing.  Anyway,  I  didn't  know  of  any  such 
law,  but  he  appeared  satisfied  so  I  didn't  press  it. 

Cook  said  that  John  Augusta,  the  lumber  dealer  from  Falmouth 
who  corresponded  with  us  was  at  the  meeting. 

In  addition,  Mr.  Cook  said  that  he  couldn't  invite  Art  Goode 
because  Penn  Central  wanted  the  meeting  just  between  the  Cape 
people  and  them.
